PEACE. IF.T.F. IS QUOTED AS GOING THROUGH SOME TORTUOUS 
LOGIC TO EXPLAIN WHY WPC PREVIOUSLY SUPPORTED ERITREAN 
SECESSION MOVEMENT BUT NOW VIEWED IT AS REACTIONARY BECAUSE
